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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103 which 
torms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth 
in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention 
is not identically disclosed or described as set 
torth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person 
naving ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not 
be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which 
qualifies as prior art only under subsection (f) 
and (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not 
preclude patentability under this section where the 
subject matter and the claimed invention were, at 
the time the invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to 
the same person. 

Claims 1 to 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
Deing unpatentable over Sifniadis et al in combination 
with Barilli et al and Anderson et al, for the reasons 
of record. The use of a convenient solvent such as 
acetone is clear iy 'taught by the secondary references. 
Thuu U B ii of quch a oolvont such as acotono is cl early 
t aught by Lhu secondary r of eronces -» The use of such a 
solvent in the instant three step process is indicated 
oy the tact that Sifniadis et al teaches the use of 
acetone in Examples 1 to 5 and 13 to 17. The 
determination of the specific ratio of acetone to be 
used is considered easily determinable by one of 
ordinary skill in the art especially since applicants 
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nave not presented any side-by-side comparisons to show 
the criticality of the instant acetone concentration
